We respectfully submit this our third annual report to 
the citizens of the Town of Hopkinton. 


The work in any of the schools has not been radically 
changed during the year. We have endeavored to con- 
tinue the schools along practical lines and hold what 
advancement we have secured. The teachers have been 
directed along the essential lines of work. When our 
resources admit, we hope to be able to devote more at- 
tention to the further advancement of our schools. Our 
greatest need is a longer school year, that we may be 
able to devote more time to the cultural subjects in 
our elementary schools. 

The work at Contoocook has been very successful dur- 
ing the year. The manual training courses have increased 
the interest in a marked degree. The work in agricul- 
ture has been very successful. Fifty-five per cent. of the 
boys are taking this course. It would be well to extend 
the work in manual training into the rural schools and 
the practical work in the form of domestic arts for the 
cirls in the high school. 

Many gifts have been received at Contoocook from the 
friends of the school. These are appreciated by pupil 
and teacher alike. Among those who have contributed 
books and apparatus to the school are the Woman’s Club 
of Contoocook, Mrs. Moody Currier, Mr. George Putnam, 
Mr. William Montgomery, and Mrs. John Fuller. 

The school libraries at Contoocook, Hopkinton, Jewett 
Road and West Hopkinton are being used. They are 
arousing an interest and securing a culture which is per- 
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ceptible, and, we believe, appreciated by all. We are 
pleased with the co-operation which has enabled us to do 
what we have. May we have your continued support 
that we may have still better schools in Hopkinton. 

Five rural one-room schools, the village schools at 
Hopkinton and Contoocook and the Hopkinton High 
School have been maintained during the year. It was 
necessary to open a school in the Hatfield district at the 
beginning of the school year. With the present distribu- 
tion of the schools, the people of the town seem to have 
the privileges of the public school offered to them on as 
nearly equal terms as it is possible to arrange at present. 

Approximately 190 different pupils have been generally 
regular in attendance in the elementary schools and fifty 
in the high school. Of these, 107 are girls and 133 are 
boys. This is a slight increase over last year. The 
teachers have been generally faithful in their work. We 
believe that the work has been as thoroughly done as the 
length of the school year and the present equipment will 
warrant. 

While we are grateful for the co-operation secured 
between the school and the home, yet we hope for a still 
closer relation. In our agricultural work, we need some 
opportunity to carry the work of the school to practical 
results at home in the form of home projects. This will 
necessitate a small plot of ground or an opportunity to 
work with domestic animals at home during the school 
year or the summer vacation. We hope to give school 
eredit for work done at home of a vocational nature. We 
shall expect the co-operation of those parents who have 
children taking the agricultural course. 

Our aim for another year is progress along as many 
lines as our finances will allow. This means holding effi- 
client teachers if possible, increase and perfection of equip- 
ment, a plot of ground for agricultural experiments, a 
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longer school year where there are pupils in the last two 
years of the elementary school, and the segregation of 
the pupils: of the eighth grade in the village grammar 
schools.. A. room of sufficient size should be secured at 
Contoocook to allow the first three grades in one room 
that it may be possible to place but two grades in the 
grammar school where extra effort is needed to prepare 
pupils for the high school properly. -The eighth grade 
at West Hopkinton could then be brought to Contoocook 
that the work may be lightened there until such time 
when two teachers will be needed in that growing section 
of our town. Progress always means the expenditure of 
money wisely. We hope for progress and for your sup- 
port in making our schools worthy of the town of Hop- 
kinton.
